this Court to be a Matter of very great Impor- 
tance. 


Pars, Dec. 17. * Our Gazette of the 15th In- 
* ftant gives the following Account of the Honours 
* fhewn at Court to Signior Salviati, who is 
‘come hither from the Pope with a Prefent of 
§ bleffed Swadling-Cloths for the Duke of Brittany. 

The 9th of ,this Month of December, M. Ala- 
manno Salviati, Nuncio Extraordinary from the 
Pope, made his publick Entry into this City. The 
Count de Bricnne, who bas the Reverfion of the 
Office of Mafter of the Horfe to the King sfter his 
Father's Deceafe, and M. de Sainctot Introductor 
of Ambaffadors, went to receive himin the King’s 
Coach at the Monaftery of Picpus, whence they 
proceeded in the following Order. The Coach of 
the Introductor, that of the Count de Brionne, the 
Nuncio’s Footmen walking, his Gentleman of the 
Horfe and Pages on Horfeback ; the King’s Coach ; 
thofe of the Durchefs of Burgundy, of Madam, 
of the Duke of Orleans, of the Dutchefs of Or- 
leans, of the Prince and Princefs of Conde, of the 
Duke and Dutchefs of Bourbon, of the Princefs 
Dowager of Conti, of the Prince and Princefs of 
Conti, of the Duke and Datchefs of Maine, of the 
Count de Touloufe, and of the Marquis de Torcy 
Minifter and Secretary of State for foreign Affairs : 
And at the Diftance of 30 or 40 Paces the Nuncic’s 
Coaches which were very Magnificent. 

Arrivirg at his Palace, he was complimented in 
the King’s Name by the Duke de la Tremoille firft 
Gentleman of his Majefty’s Bed-Chamber; and by 
other Perfons of Quality on the Part of the Dur- 
chefs of Burgundy, of Madam, and of the Duke 
and Durchefs of Orleans. 

The sith the Count de Brionne and M. de 
Sainctor Introducfor of Ambaffadors, went to re- 
ceive the Nuncio extraordinary at his Palace, and 
conduéted him in the King’s and the Durchefs of 
Burgundy’s Coaches to Verfailles, where he had his 
firft publick Audience of his Majefty. He found in 


his Paffage, in the curward Court of the Palace, 


the Companies of French and Swifs Guards in two 


Lines under Arms, the Drums beating a March, 
&c: He was receiv’d at the Entrance of the Palace 
by M. des Granges Mafter of the Cereimonies, the 
Hundred Swiis being there and on the Staircafe in 
their Habits of Ceremony, their Halbards in their 
Hauas 5 and at the Door within the Guard-Hall by 
the Marfhal Dake d’ Harcour, Captain of the Life- 
Guards, who made a Lane, under Arms. After the 
Audience the King went into his Clofet, whither 
he was foNow’d by the Nuncio, and view'd the 
biefled Swadling-Cloaths {enc by the Pope for the 
Duke of Brittany, which are very magnificent Pre- 
{encs, both with ref{pec to their Number, and to the 
Richnets and Excellence of the Workmanhhip. 

The Nuncio had afterwards Audience of the Dau- 
phin, of the Duke of Burgundy, and of the Dutchefs 


of Burgundy, who going aftetwards into the Apart- 


ment of the Duke of Britany, the Nuncio went thi- 
ther; and in the Audience he had of the young 
Prince, prefented to him on the Parc of the Pope 
the Swadling-Cloats bleffed by his Holinefs. He 
had Audience likewife of the Duke de Berry, and 
of the Duke and Dutchcfs of Orleans ; and having 
been treated by the King’s Officers, was conducted 
back hither by M. de Sainctor, in the fame Coaches, 
with the ufual Ceremonies, 


Edinburgh, Dec. 10. * Yefterday Morning wp-

every Day in thac Bay in order to atrack it. Cap- 
tain Carter brings Paffenger Mr. James Jamefon, 
who was lately Commander of the Honwbion Gal- 
ley of London from Néwfoundland, and wasteken 


in the Streights and casry’d into Carthagena, who 


reports that feveral Sail of Ships have been car- 
ry'd into Cadiz, of which he bears moft are from 
Newfoundland. 

Briftol, Dec. 15. Laft Night arriv’d here the 
Pererborough Frigst Samuc! Jacob Mafter, from 
Gibraltar in 16 Days: There came out wich her the 
George Galley, John Worron Mafter for this Porr, 
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which we hope is is Ivelasd. . Jacod reports, 
thac the Dragan Frigot of this por Newiound- 
land for she reiga Was taken and carry’d into 
Cadiz, as alfo the little Raffel; bo:h taken by two 
French cf War. 

Dartmeuth, Dec. 14. This Day came in kere 
the Conqueror of and forWeymouth, Thomas Soaper 
Mafter from Gibraltar, laden with Wine and Fruir. 
The Spcedweil, John, and Berry, ail three from 
Virginia for Lyme are in this Harbour; as is 
the Squadron commanded by my Lord Durflzy in 
Torbay. 

Yarmouth, Dec. 15. Yefterday pats'd through 
this Roal Her Maj-fty’s Saip the fox from the 
Southward, and with her came into this Road ose 
of our London Traders: ‘This Day pafs'd through 
about 14 Sail of light Colliers to ihe Norshward 
without Convoy. 

Harwich, Dec. 16. Several Merchant-Ships for 
Rotterdam are here wanting Coavoy.
